All 
three of the genwal alarms eame 
in April, when the fire loss a- 
mounted to 1210,778. 

The fire loss for the year, ex- 
clusive of August ami Se])tember, 
was 5U2,8B1, with insur^auce of 
$2,182,919. Eighteen firemen 
were injured during the year, 
HA persons were injured by 
tire and three were resoued from 
burning buildings. 

Defective flues were responsi- 
ble for 125 fires, carelessness 
caused 86, ashbarrels 9S, acci> 
dents 57, electricity 18, sparks 68.
